In defense of the non QRP stations 
the points gave a multiplier of 2 for low power and 5 for QRP. But even 
If I eliminate the power multiplier, the leading QRP would still be in 
sixth place from within the US.

Hi Guys, 

Let Me clarify a little bit. When the RX first started not working I 
replaced the NE602 with a new one because I had bad volteg readings ona 
few pins. This was was fixed after the new 602 was inserted. BEFORE I 
replaced the chip, I think I played with the IF transformer a bit to see if 
it was misadjusted. When I tried to turn it back is when it broke. I said 
I heard BC stations: I can hear them ever so faintly in "normal" 
operation. If I jump from J1 pin 3, to U1, pint, the volume increases 
dramatically. This is why I believe the transformer is bad. It appears to 
be the weak link. I have not yet installed the tuning pot so I can't tune 
around. BUT, if I insert a cap for C7, The BC station I mentioned 
dissapears and is replaced by either static or a continuous 
sidetone(heterodyne??) depending on the cap's value. I'm planning to 
email dave shortly. Thanks for the help.

I sold you the kit and I have an interest in seeing you complete it 
successfully. Parts do sometimes break during construction and checkout, and 
when that happens, you can simply e-mail me for speedy replacements. Mike 
and the other Elmers have done a fabulous job with both the theory and 
troubleshooting portions of the Elmer101 course, but I'll suggest that they 
shouldn't have to contend with parts problems. 


You're probably wondering by now how to remove the transformer without 
damaging the board. Here's how: use a pair of vise grips or slip-joint 
pliers and grasp the transformer can xfirmly* and begin rocking it. The 
transformer case xwillx come off- the grounding tabs will shear. The '‘guts' 


of the transformer may then be crushed off using a needle-nose pliers and the 
pins may be heated and removed individually with the needle-nose pliers. 

This beats the heck out of trying to get all the joints clean enough to lift 
the transformer off the board cleanly. I've now done this a number of times 
without any damage to the board traces. [Please be sure to review the 
manual's instructions about desoldering parts before proceeding to clean up 
the PC-board pads. ]

Howdy, 


Since I've been playing 20M SSB the last couple of weeks, I decided to try 
and build some kind of speech procesor, something the old FT301 lacks. 


A quick look through the handbook for ideas, and decided the diode clipping 


method would be the quickist and easiest thing to try. 


Just finished building up a little board with a couple of dual op amps and 
some shotky diodes for the clipping. Went to Shotky diodes as it turns out 
the little Electro Voice RE85 dynamic mike I wanted to use has a really low 
output and would have taken a whole lot of gain to make it clip at 0.6V. 
The 0.2 for shotkys was much more reasonable. 


Anyway, one op amp amplifies the mic in two stages, then the diode clipper, 
followed by an active low pass filter. Just to make it interesting, I used 
the last op amp section as a comparator to flash a LED when the clipping 
starts. Works pretty neat, you can tell when your just clipping a little or 
a whole lot. 


Looks good on the O'scope and sounds good amplified and put through a 
speaker, so can't wait to go home and try it out. 


First chance I get, I'll draw up the circuit in CirCad and import the pcb 
artwork, just in case anyone would like to whip one up. Right now it's ona 
board 1" x 3", though it could be made much smaller using a quad op amp and 
point to point wired on Vector (tm) board. 


And if it really works good, I'll see about writing it up for QRPp. This 
could be just the ticket for adding a little punch to your qrp SSB rig!
